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Mrs. Stary Haled 
For Grand Larceny 
And Conspiracy

Two Sons Indicted for Al- 
leged Scheme to Graft in 
Comfort Kits for Soldiers. 


-New York, June 26.—Following an 
investigation of the financial affairs of 
e National Emergency Relief society,

: William Cummings,/Story, former 


president general of the Daughters 
the American Revolution, was indicted 
here today on charges of grand larceny, 
petit larceny and conspiracy. 

Mrs. Story is president of the Emer- 
gency Relief society. She is also a 
Prominent member of the Colonial 
Dames. 

Mrs. Story, when informed of her in- 
dictment, declared “she was sure every- 
thing could be explained and disproved.” 

Her Two Sons Also Indicted. 

Indicted with Mrs. Story were her 
two sons, an army lieutenant stationed 
at Aberdeen, Md., and Sterling, who 
is now in the government service at 
Washington. They are charged with 
having participated with their mother 
in a profiteering scheme whereby mon- 
ey contributed for comfort kits for 
United States soldiers was diverted to 
the pockets of a solicitor. 

The indictments charge that Mrs. 
Story arranged with William Garland 
Brown, the solicitor, for him to re- 
ceive half the funds collected by the 
society and that he gave Sterling 
Story one-fifth of his 50 per cent. This 
second division, it is alleged compen- 
sated Sterling for his part in negotiat- 
ing Brown’s arrangement with ‘his 
mother. 

Tne assistant district attorney who 
has charge of the inquiry declared 
there was no way of checking up the 
contributions made and the use _ to 
which they were ultimately put. Con- 
sequently, he said, the aggregate 
amount believed to have been. misused 
could not be verified. 

Mrs. Story, the prosecuting authori- 
ties declare, never was actually elect- 
ed president of the Relief society, but 
took that-office arbitrarily. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they say, the manner in 
which the society itself was incorpo- 
rated was “grossly irregular.” 

Several prominent members have 
withdrawn and insisted that their 

ames be no longer used on its sta- 
tionery, it is said. Among them are 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske and 
Mrs. Simon Baruch, wife of a wealthy 
New York physician. 

Falsehood Charged to Mrs. Story. 

Mrs. Story subjected herself to pros- 

ecution, it was declared, because she 
falsely represented that her society 
paid no commissions to solicitors, and 
thus obtained a small Part of the pro- 
ceeds from the Hero Land Bazar, in 
which many accredited war relief or- 
ganizations participated. 
The alleged payment of $90 commis- 
sion to Alten Story for services in leas- 
ing an uptown Property for the society 
constituted an additional cause for 
grand jury action, it was asserted. Sub- 
scription soliciting blanks made no 
mention of the intention to use part of 
the money for the leasing of a house 
as a soldiers’ recreation center, it was 
ex plained. , 

Mrs. A. T. Baldwin, wife of a New 
York manufacturer who, it is declared, 
was deposed as treasurer of the society 
by a faction favorable to Mrs. Story, 
was the chief. witness during the grand 
jury sitting. 

Through her counsel tonight Mrs. 
Story termed the charges made against 
her and her sons the result of a “dis- 
gruntlement on the part of the treas- 
urer of the society (Mrs. Baldwin), 
who was removed from office by vote 
of the organization.” The lawyer 
said that Mrs. Story had no knowledge 
of the society’s financial transactions 
other than that gained during the of- 
ficial investigation. He added that 
she believed implicitly that the part 
played by her sons in the relief work 
was “in all respects proper and reg- 
ular.” 

“Hero Land” Funds. 

Regarding the “hero land” funds, and 
a check in Mrs. Storey’s possession 
when the official inquiry was begun, 
the attorney said: 

“All I know is that Mrs. Story did 
not get the money. The check came 


into her hands when the treasurer was 
not performing the functions of her 
office. Mrs. Baldwin tied up the 
whole society, with the assistance of 
the district attorney.” 

The National Emergency Relief so- 
ciety has had a stormy career, ac- 
cording to the district attorney. It 
was irregularly incorporated, he said, 
and Mrs. Story “arbitrarily assumed’”’ 
the office of president. 

Among the prominent women mem- 
bers of the society, according to As- 
sistant District Attorney Kilroe, are 
Mrs. Rolfe E. Bolling, a sister-in-law 
of the wife of President Wilson; Mrs. 

. C. Swacker, wife of a former as- 
sistant attorney general, and Miss 
Florence Guernsey, the sciological in- 
vestigator. 

Besides serving three years as head 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 


ident of the New York State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, chairman of 
the women’s division of the American 
Defense society, and an active worker 
in the Colonial Dames and other organ- 
izations. 

Mrs. Story inaugurated a movement 
to organize the members of the D. A. 
R. for war work during her term of 
leadership.

-LANNED BY BAKER 


Project Will Shortly Be 
Presented to Congress and 
Will Represent Maximum 
Fighting Effort of Country

CHANGE IN DRAFT AGES 
OPPOSED FOR PRESENT 


Administration Wants No 
Action Along That Line 
Until the New Project Is 
Worked Out — Debate on 
Draft Extension Continues 
in Senate. 


Washington, June 26.—Secretary 
Baker disclosed to the senate military 
committee today that within three 
months an enlarged army project now 
being worked out will be presented to 
congress to represent the maximum 
fighting ,effort of the country. 

Already the calculations upon which 
the pending army bill was framed have 
been exceeded, and the war department 
is revising its plans on an enlarged 
basis that means additional billions in 
money and additional millions of fight- 
ing men. 

The full scope of the new measure is 
not yet apparent even to officials who 
are preparing it. 

Why Delay Is Sought. 

Mr. Baker disclosed the new plans in 
explaining his reasons for opposing any 
change now in the draft age limits. 
Later, during general debate in the 
senate, chamber figures were disclosed 
showing the great strides being made 
toward bringing American fighting 
power to the front in France. 

General March, chief of staff, already 
has announced the army is five months 
ahead of schedule in troop movements, 
900,000 men having been sent abroad. 
During the debate today, however, it 
was disclosed that if the highest hopes 
are realized 1,450,000 men will have 
reached France some time in August, 
and there will be a total force under 
arms of approximately 3,500,000. A 
statement read into the senate record 
by Senator Chamberlain, chairman of 
the military committee, predicted class 
one probably would be exhausted dur- 
ing October, and would be reduced, to 
641,126 men by calls-to be made before 
August 1. 

Secretary Baker and General March 
were positive the reservoir of figh 
manpower would meet all calls upon 
under the best possible conditions 4 
mobilization and transportation, until 
congress has an opportunity to take up 
age extensions later, with the data now 
being compiled by the war department 
at hand. 

The question of avafiable shipping to 


haul the men to France is the vital 
factor. At present much British and 


French tonnage is employed on the 
work, as unusually good crops in Eng- 
land have already made ships available 
weeks longer than was expected. 

Under previous estimates, May was ex- 
pected to be the month 6f high record 
in troop shipments, the allied ves- 
sels being withdrawn then to carry 
foodstuffs and munitions needed in 
France and England. It is now indi- 
cated they will not be withdrawn be- 
fore July. 

This probably explains the proposed 
schedule of mobilization read into the 
senate record by Senator Chamberlain, 
showing a declining rate after August, 
when the July withdrawals for ship- 
ment from the cantonments would have 
been made good. 

What the Table Shows. 

The table shows a total strength in 
class one of 2,362,082, deductions of 
334,634 for delinquents; 36,770 for the 
emergency fleet list, 215,539 for limited 
service classification and 650,268, for 
remediable defectives, leaving 1,724,- 
871 fighting men of those originally 
placed in class one. To that number it 
is estimated 200,000 will be added by 
the reclassification process now going 
on, and 400,000 from the class of 1918, 
t¢ be drawn tomorrow. 

With the July call deducted, the 
table fixed 877,359 as the number = of 
availables left in the fighting ranks 
of class one, and the estimated calls 
for the rest of the year are placed at 
a total of 875,000, which would leave 
2,000 men still in the class January 
1, 1919. The calls for 1918 are given 
as August, 300,000; September, 150,000; 
October, 150,000; November, 150,000, and 
December, 125,000. 

It was pointed out during the senate 
debate that these figures, prepared by 
General Crowder, seemed to show a 
sufficient mumber of men to fill any 
calls now planned and that apparently 
an estimate of 15,000 additional men 
to be obtained by the draft treaties 
with France and Great Britain was not 
included, nor the 196,000 cases on ap- 


peal, of which it was said 95 per cent 


would go Into class one. It was noted 
also that 215,000 men available for lim- 
ited military service had been deduct- 
ed from the total of class one, al- 
though it is understood men of this 
classification are included in the calls. 

Many senators were puzzled by the 
figures. It appears possible, however, 
and Secretary Baker and other war de- 
partment officials are known to share 
this view, that in fact, if the present 
schedule of mobilization is carried out 
there will remain in class one under 
the. present age limits several hundred 
thousand men instead of 2,000 January 
1. Probably it is this fact which 
prompted the recommendation that the 
age limit be not disturbed for the pres- 
ent.

RUSSIA PERISHING 
INDER ERMAN HE! 


Allies Told They Must Act 
or Germany Will Control 
Permanently—Kerensky Is 
Coming to America—Rus- 
sians Would Welcome 
Allies. 


Washington, June 26.—The unherald- 
ed appearance in Londontoday of Alex- 
ander Kerensky, former provisional 
premier of Russia, together with his 
announcement that he is on his way to 
America and that he is certain Russia 
soon will be fighting again with the 
forces of democracy against German 
domination, furnished the subject for a 
discussion in official and diplomatic 
circles that covered a wide range. As 
there apparently had been no intima- 
tion of Kerensky’s intended visit to 
this country, speculation naturally 
centered around his purposes in his 
coming. The belief seems to be gen- 
eral that he not only will seek to en- 
list the support of his own people in 
this country in his efforts to rehabili- 
tate Russia and cast off the German 
yoke, but will discuss the subject with 
officials as well. 3 

Appearing as he does at a time when 
both the United States and the entente 
governments are earnestly consider- 
ing how they may best aid Russia to 
rid herself of Germah influence and 
establish a_ stable government, the 
visit of the one-time dictator of that 
stricken nation isregarded by officials 
as having many and far-reaching pos- 
sibilities. 

Russians Would Welcome Help. 


Coincident with the appearance of 
Kerensky in London, John Sookine, a 
member of the Russian commission 
sent to the United States by the 
Kerensky government a year ago, and 
now just back from France, announced 
today he had learned from intimate 
reports from Russia that the people 
would welcome military action by the 
allies to overcome German domination. 

A few months ago, M Sookine said, 
this action would have been intolerable 
to the people, but German aggression 
in spite of the Brest-Litovsk treaty 
had caused so much suffering amd pri-

tirety, advanced their positions mate-

The attack was launched Tuesday 
night with the purpose of driving out 
the few remaining nests of Germans 
in the wood—nests from which enemy 
parties constantly were harassing the 
Americans. It followed a hurricane of 
artillery fire, the intensity of which 
stunned even those of the Germans 
who previously had gone through the 
terrific drumfire of the Britiah and 
French. The hammering of the guns 
was Kept up for thirteen hours before 
the infantry set out to accomplish its 
task, and the havoc wrought by the 
American shells, many of them high 
explosives, was evident from the num- 
ber of enemy dead strewing the ground 
and the state of general demolition 
that prevailed. 

The capture of Belleau wood is of 
considerable strategic importance, ow- 
ing to the fact that from it the Ger- 
mans had been able to rake the allied 
positions on all sides of it with their 
artillery. Its easterm and northern 
edges also command the railroad be- 
hind the German lines running to 
Chateau Thierry. 


AUSTRIANS LOSE 
ALL POSITIONS. 


All the positions still held by the 
Austrians on the lower Piave, consti- 
tuting the Capo Sile bridgehead, have 
now been taken by the Italians, and 
the entire western bank of the Piave 
is clear of the enemy. Nearly 400 pris- 
oners were taken in the enterprise. 
Aside from this fighting there hag been 
little activity in the southern section of 
the Italian theater. Seemingly the 
chase of the enemy on the eastern 
bank of the Piave has ended, at least 
for.the time being.

GERMAN OFFICERS 
LIE TO SOLDIERS 
TO KEEP UP HOPES 


With the American Army in France, 


German prisoners captured by the 
Americans on storming the Belleau 
wood section last night now number 
250, including seven officers. 

One of the officers, said the German 
commanders, have been telling the sol- 
diers that the Germans have landed 
an army in America, captured New 
York, and are now marching towards 
Philadelphia. The Germans also are 
told that submarines have sunk be- 
tween forty and fifty ships in Long 
Island Sound. 

The importance of the American ad- 
vance in Belleau wood is not indicated 
by the amount of territory captured 
as that only amounts approximately to 
600 square yards. The new positions 


attack may be gleaned from the fact 
that they fired approximately 5,000 
high explosives in one hour. The 
American gunners worked so fast that 
the Germans said they did not have 
time to think. The German lines were 
torn up and the ground strewn with 
German dead and wounded. Two mem- 
bers of a German hospital corps were 
captured. 

Machine gun emplacements, which 
were hidden behind “the rocks, were 
charged and captured, while ta group 
of several Americans captured one 
machine gun and twenty Germans in 
a shell hole. The attacking force was 
a comparatively small one, but did the 
work as thoroughly as one several 
times as large might have done. 

One of the American wounded re- 
marked to the correspondent: 

“I got bumped pretty badly, but I 
guess it was worth while. If we had 
a million more like our outfit over here 
we would go to Berlin.” 

The Americans made an irresistible 


rush for the complete clearing of the 
wood, in which it was discovered yes- 


ing a small strip of the underbrush. The 
attack was preceded by a 18-hour bom- 
bardment from the American artillery. 
German prisoners taken pay tribute to 
the brilliant dash of the Americans, 
declaring the men in the assaulting 
party fought like demons. 
Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 

The Germans were virtually cleared 
out of Belleau wood several days ago, 
but the discovery was made yesterday 
that under cover of darkness they had 
plantps machine guns behind huge 

oulders, in sunken roadways, in shell 
holes and in trees in a narrow area on 
the pont of the wood. It was most 
difficult to wet them in these positions 
and some fierce hand-to-hand fighting 


of the Americans, however, dominate 
the ridge beyond so that they now hold 
the upper hand. 


German Officers Arrogant. 


Another German officer, arrogant and 
sarcastic, remarked: “We are just start- 
ing with the Americans. We are going 
to wipe out whole divisions as if they 
were companies.” 

The German privates were less ar- 
rogant and apparently were glad they 
were captured. One declared the Ger- 
mans were surprised at the Americans, 
who appeared so young, but fought like 
devils when they got started. Another 
declared: 

“The war will soon be ended. There 
are too many Americans coming to 
Burope.” 

This prisoner wes a Prussian, who 
fought on the Russian front. He con- 
fessed that the Germans were prepar- 
ing to attack the Americans in Belleau 
wood, when the American troops start- 
ed their attack. It was a surprise af- 
fair. The Americans came one way, 
and the German officers tried to force 
their men forward the other way. This 
prisoner was shot in the leg by his 
ewn officer because he hesitated con- 
fusedly between the American guns and 
bayonets, and the pistols in the hands 
of the German officers. ; 

Raymond C. Howell, of Barnesville, 
Ohio, who was in the first line of the 
advance, describing the operation, said: 

“We took up a position in the open 
wood; there were no trenches. The 
Germans opened a heavy fire, and shells 
fell around us like rain. We charged 
over the rocky hill, our fellows laugh- 
ing and yelling a war whoop. We then 
came upon a wheat field and crossed 
im the face of a withering shell and 
machine gunfire, and drove back the 
Germans at thé point of the bayonet. 

“It was a wonderful sight. The Ameri- 
fans never hesitated, and the sound of 
their shouts and whoops were almost 
drowned by the Germans’ cries of 
*Kamerad!’ 

“The Germans got a few of our fel- 
lows, but we made them pay dearly 
for every one.” 
| Wounded American Takes German. 

Herbert C. Bartley, of Anita, Iowa, 
told about a wounded American forc- 
ing a big German to lead the way to

The Germans also had attempted on 
Saturday to fill the wood with gas, 
but the determination and heroism of 
the Americans could not be checked by 
this circumstance. 

The American artillery again bril- 
liantly carried out its part in throw- 
ing the entire German line into con- 
fusion. Prisoners said that the posi- 
tion from which: they had been taken 
was like an inferno under the Ameri- 
can fire. They were happy to get out 
alive. 

Americans in Alsace.

FRENCH REPORT 
ON AMERICANS. 


Paris, June 26.—The number of pris- 
oners captured by the Americans in 
their operations in Belleau wood was 
264, according to the war office com- 
munication tonight. The French 
raided the German line northwest of 
Montdidier, adds the statement, in- 
flicting losses and taking prisoners. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Northwest of Montdidier we carried 
out a raid north of Grivesnes and in- 
flicted losses on the enemy and took 
prisoners. 

“The number of prisoners captured 
by the Americans in the course of their 
operation last night in the neighbor- 
hood of Belleau wood was 264. 

“On June 25 two enemy machines 
were brought down or forced to land 
in a damaged condition. “Three Dra- 
chens were burned. Our bombing 
planes in the night and day dropped 
more than seventeen tons of projectiles 
on aviation grounds, bivouacs, canton- 
ments and munitions depots in the bat- 
tle zone. Explosions and fires were 
observed.

18,000 AUSTRIANS 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN 
BY ITALIAN FORCES | 


Italian Army Headquarters, June 
26.—(By the Associated Press. Even- 
ing.)—-With the capture of between 
two and three thousand prisoners the 
total captures by the Italian forces 
during their counter offensive are 
brought up to the neighborhood of 
18,000 men. 

Under the fire of Italian machine 
guns and artillery the Austrian with- 
drawal across the Piave soon became 
a disorderly rout. It is estimated the 
Austrian losses total more than 200,- 


000. 

It was a terrible sight as madden- 
ed Austrians fled under the deluge of 
Italian bullets and shells. They leap- 
ed into the river and grabbed pieces of 
wood or anything that would aid them; 
they tied themselves to mules and 
horses, but their efforts were in vain,

At one place the correspondent 
counted 300 bodies in half a mile.

Along the lower Piave the Austrians 
found themselves, if possible, in a worse 
position and sustained heavier losses. 

A single episode shows how and 
why the retreat started. On Saturday 
the Austrian command sent the 9lst 
Schuetzen brigade, composed of regi- 
ments numbers 31 and 32, with orders 
to widen the Austrian breach at Lam- 
pol, and to do this at all hazards. The 
brigade fought like wild men, but the 
Italian pregsure was so terrific that 
they were unable to accomplish their 
object, which was to succor the Aus- 
trian divisions already surrounded. 

After six attacks, which continued 
Saturday night and Sunday morning, 
there remained at 1 o’clock Monday 
afternoon only ninety men of this 
brigade. The others were either pris- 
oners, wounded or dead. The com- 
manding,officer then committed sui- 
cide and’ the ninety surrendered. 

In fleeing the Austrians left behind 
them much war material. The enemy 
troops even threw away their rifles 
and deserted hundreds of machine 


guns.

Instructions Promulgated 

_ by the Food Administrator 
Relative to Certificate Sys- 
tem for Sugar Purchases 
After July 1. 


Full details of the method by which 
the new sugar order to be put into 
force the first of July becomes effec- 
tive, under which the household con- 
sumption is brought to a basis of three 
pounds per month, was issued Wednes- 
day by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal 
food administrator for Georgia. Under 
the new order all enterprises and busi- 
ness concerns, and all people, except for 
household use, are put on a strict cer- 
tificate basis for the purchase of or 
trading in sugar. 

The particular effort of the food ad- 
ministration, in formulating the new 
regulations, is to obviate the necessity 
for a sugar ration rule and the adop- 
tion of a general card system, by ap- 
pealing directly to the 
householder for such co-operation as 
to meet the requirements without it. In 
that connection Dr. Soule calls attention 
to the statement from Washington that 
to put on a card system will cost the 
government $5,000,000 and require an 
additional force of 100,000 people to 
handle it, which the government can- 
not afford. 

The detailed statement, explaining 
the new regulations, which is made up 
from the instructions from Washing- 
ton, is as follows: 

Detail of Rulings. 


“A number of causes have cumulated tad

“Group B—commercial canners, etc., will 
be given certificates for their necessary re- 
quirements, but any resale of sugar: by 
them except under the express direction of 
the federal food administrator will consti- 
tute a violation of the regulations and sub- 
ject them to closing of business for the 
period of the war. Any sugar on hand at 
the end of the season must be placed at the 
disposal of the federal food administra- 
tor. This group is especially appealed to 
to practice every economy possible. 

“Group C—public eating places, etc., will 
be issued certificates upon the basis of 
three pounds for each ninety meals served. 
This includes all public eating places in 
all their uses of sugar. 

“Group D—~bakers—will receive certifi- 
cates of 70 per cent of the average amount 
used during July, August and September, 
1917, or alternately 70 per cent of that 
used in the month of June, 1918. 

“Group E—tretail stores—will receive for 
July purchases certificates based upon the 
average of sugar sold during the combined 
three months, April, May and June, 1918. 
Retailers must not sell sugar to any of the

“As close an estimate as the food adminis- 
tration can make ifidicates a reasonable ex- 
pectation from all sources of about 1,600,000 
tons of sugar for the United States to sup- 
ply the consumption of this country during 
Jast half of the present year. This is based 
upon the maintenance of the present meager 
ailied ration, An improvement in shipping 
conditions would, of course, relieve this sit- 
uation, as quantities of sugar are in mar- 
kets at present unavailable. 

“These facts are given the public in order 
that there may be a clear understanding 


why its unlimited co-operation is asked, and 
why the forthcoming restrictions must be 
put on. 

“We must base the distribution of sugar 
during the next six months on the footing 
outlined above. After that period the new 
West Indian crop will be availabie. 

“The available supply of 1,600,000 tons of 
sugar necessitates a considerable reduction 
in consumption in this country. To provide 
three pounds per person per month for 
household use, to take care of our army and 
navy and to provide for the necessary pres- 
ervation of fruit, milk, etc., will require

A household consumption of three 
pounds per person per month, together with 
the special allowance by certificate for home 
canning and preserving, eans a reduction 
of something like 25 r cent in these 
branches of consumption from the normal, 
but it is still nearly double the ration per- 
mitted in the allied countries abroad, and 
is ample for every economic use.

“The food administration regrets intensely 
any action that will cause hardship to any 
individual, but the situation which confronts 
us now is due to the Germans, not to this 
government.

“In erder to secure justice in distribution, 
and to make the restrictive plan as effac- 
tive as possible no manufacturer or whole- 
saler of sugar will be allowed, after July 1 
to sell any sugary except to buyers who se- 
cure a certificate first from the federal food 
administrator, indicating the quantity each 
may buy. For the purpose of equitably is- 


They must not sell 
more than two pounds at any one time to 
any town customer or more than five 
pounds at any one time to any country cus- 
tomer. The latter may, however, be varied 
by the federal food administrator to per- 
sons remote from town. The retailer will 
do his best not to sell more than three 
pounds per person per month to household- 
ers whose co-operation with the retailer is 
earnestly sought. . 

“Retailers may, for the present, sell 
twenty-five pounds to one householder for 
home canning upon the surrender of a cer- 
tificate for that purpose as heretofore pro- 
vided, and the agreement of the purchaser 
to return any balance unused for that pur- 
pose, and his or her declaration that no 
purchase has been made elsewhere. 

“No wholesaler or refiner can sell any 
sugar whatsoever unless he receives the 
certificates above mentioned. Any person 
in the above five groups who does not file 
the statement required will receive no fur- 
ther sugar during the period of the war 
and action will be taken against any sugar 
he may have on hand in excess of thirty 
days’ supply and he will be charged with 
hoarding.

ILSON DROPPED 
BY VON HERTLIN 


German Chancellor Says He 
Will Not Further Discuss 
President’s Four Princi- 


ples of Basis for General 
Peace. 


Amsterdam, June 26.—There will be 
no further discussion of President Wil- 
son's four principles of a basis for 


The proceeds from | &e2eral peace by Count von Hertling, 


the imperial German chancellor. 

This announcement was made by 
the chancellor in the reichstag in the 
debate after the speech of Foreign 
Secretary von Kuehlmann. Proposal 
of a league of nations after the war 
is not looked upon with favor by 
Count von Hertling, who intimated 
that such a league might make it un- 
comfortable for Germany. 

“I originally had no intention of tak- 
ing part in this debate,” said the chan- 
cellor. “The reasons for my contem- 
plated reserve are obvious, namely, the 
experiences I have had, together with 
my predecessors’ remarks in previous 
speeches, 

“If we spoke our willingness for 
peace that was regarded as a symptom 
of weakness and our immediately im- 
pending collapse. By others it was in- 
terpreted as crafty traps. 

“Did we speak, on the other hand, 
of our unshakable will to defend our- 
Selves in a war of conquest so crimi- 
nally thrust upon us it was said that 
it was the voice of German militarism 
to which even the leading statesmen 
must submit willy-nilly. 

“I went a step funther on February 


; 24 and expressly stated my attitude to- 


ward the message of President Wilson 
in which he discussed his four points 
and gave, in principle, my assent to 
them. I said that these four points of 
President Wilson might possibly form 
the basis of a general peace. No ut- 
terance of President Wilson whatever 
followed this, so that there is no ob- 
ject in spinning any further’ the 
threads there started. 

“Our opponents made it clear that 
they would be the kernel of this league 
of people and that it would in this 
way not be difficult to isolate the un- 
comfortable upward strivings of Ger- 
many and by economic strangulation 
to extinguish her vital breath. I con- 
sidered it as against this quite proper 
that the foreign secretary make a 
Statement on the details of our politi- 
cal position in the east from Finland 
to the Black sea, and, in my opinion, 
he fulfilled the task thoroughly.” 

“On the other hand,” continued Count 
von Hertling, “some of his statements 
were given a more or less unfriendly 
reception in wide circles.” 

The chancellor said he would not go 
into the question of the responsibility 
for the war. ‘There are already testi- 
monies that Germany was not to 
blame,” he added. 

“I feel obliged to clear away the 
misunderstanding which, it seems, we 
obtained in the interpretation of the 
second part of the state secretary’s 
Statement,” he continued. “The ten- 
dency of these utterances of the state 
secretary was purely to ascribe the 
responsibility for the continuation and 
immeasurable prolongation of this ter- 
rible war to the enemy powers entirely 
in the sense | had indicated on Feb- 
ruary 24, for it goes without saying 
there can be no question of lessening 
our energetic defense or our will, or of 
shaking our confidence in victory.” 

Stormy applause followed this utter- 
ance by the chancellor. 

Princes and People Together, 

“Now, as before,” he added, “the 
ruler of the empire, the princes and 
the people stand closely and  confi- 
dently together. They trust in our in- 
comparable troops, our incomparable 
army leaders, and our united people, 
which are unshakeably standing to- 
gether, and we may hope that the 
Almighty who hitherto has helped us 
and led us from victory to victory, will 
reward this faithful German people.” 

Regret was expressed by Deputy 
Groeber, centrist, that the utterances 
of the foreign secretary were still as 
bloodthirsty as ever. He added: 

“Nevertheless, I believe we have 
passed the climax of international ha- 


tred. German war aims offer no ob- 
stacle to a truce of od.”’ 

Count von Westarp, conservative, 
seid that the words of the foreign sec- 
retary regarding responsibility for the 
war alarmed him and that Dr. von 
Kuehlmann’s declaration did not 
strengthen the will to peace. 

“Abroad,” he continued, “they will, 
I fear, regard it as a new peace offen- 
sive. An appeal to the good will of 
England is useless.” 

Secretary Kuchimann made a gen- 
eral reply to criticisms. He said the 
most difficult questions in the conclu- 
sion of a peace would be territorial 
questions and dealt in some detail 
with the rectifications that would be 
required by Austria-Hungary and Bul- 
garia. Discussions between the two 
central powers would offer no diffi- 
culties. 

The secretary referred to the diffi- 
culties of settling the frontier ques- 
tion between Turkey and Bulgaria, 
owing to the sentimental grievances 
left by the Balkan war, and said that 
Germany and Austria had done their 
best to establish a compromise. The 
sooner a compromise can be reached, 
he added, the sooner a final transfer 
of northern Dobrudja to Bulgaria can 
occur and the better it will be for the 
interests of the entire alliance. 


[BAKER EXPLAINS 


WHY HE OPPOSED 
ATTACKS ON HEARST 


Washington, June 26.—Secretary Ba- 
ker has directed that officials con- 
nected with departments of the govern- 
ment under his jurisdiction must re- 
frain from criticising in their official 
capacity any newspaper or group of 
newspapers. His action resulted in the 
resignation of Dr. James A. B. Scherer, 
of Pasadena, Cal., chief field agent of 
the state council's section of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, who was said 
to have criticised the attitude of the 
Hearst newspapers toward the war. 

In a statement explaining Dr. Scher- 
er’s resignation, the war secretary, who 
also is chairman of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, said he had no desire 
to prevent any man from expressing 
his personal opinion, but that he did 
not think any man as a representa- 
tive of the government ought to be 
criticising any newspaper. : 

“Some one,” said Mr. Baker’s state- 
ment, “I believe a representative of 
one of the Hearst papers, had told me 
that a representative of the Council 
of National Defense was making ad- 
dresses and spending a lot of his time 
criticising in harsh terms the Hearst 
newspapers. I told Mr. Gifford (direc- 
tor of the defense council) that I 
thought nobody who was officially rep- 
resenting the government ought to be 
criticising any newspaper. I don’t 
care whether it, is Hearst’s paper or 
anybody else’s, and that while I hadn’t 
the slightest~ desire to prevent any 
man expressing his individual opinion 
upon any newspaper, I didn’t think that 
any man as a representative of the 
government ought to be criticising any 
newspaper.” 


Husband Sent to Jail 
For Engaging His Wife 
In Immoral Purposes 


Macon, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—Ira 
Peavy, whose wife testified in the 
United States district court that he 
made engagements for her with sol- 
diers for immoral purposes, has been 
sentenced by Judge Emory Speer to/ 
serve two months in jail. Peavy was 
found guilty by a jury on only one! 
count in the indictment against him, | 
that of permitting his wife to remain 
at his house for immoral purposes. 

The Peavys were married some time 
ago, but recently had a falling out, it 
is said, charges being made by Peavy 
that he had been “double crossed” by 
his wife, while the latter made a simi- 
lar charge against her husband. Peavy, 
acting as a “spotter” for the police, is 
alleged to have endeavored to have his 
wife trapped in the anti-vice net.

INDUSTRIAL PLANTS 


MUST FILE REPORTS 


Fuel Administrator Asks All 
Manufacturers to Answer 
New Questionnaire. 


All industrial plants in the city of 
Atlanta are directed by the local fuel 
administration to report at the head- 
quarters, at 46 Peachtree Arcade, be- 
tween now and July 1, certain details 
which will be indicated on a question- 
naire form provided by the administra- 
tion at the headquarters. 

This questionnaire will have to be 
filled out by each plant in the city 
regardless of any other reports they 
may have made to the administration 
in the past, as these facts are re- 


quired by the state administrator on 
account of a radical change ‘which will 
shortly go into effect in connéction 
with the distribution of coal. A full 
list of all industries is to be compiled, 
each state is to be given a certain al- 
lotment of coal, and this amount is 
then to be divided according to the 


more or less essential nature of the 
product of the different plants. 

The letter from Dr. Hardman, fuel 
administrator for Georgia, carrying 
these instructions to the local admin- 
istrators throughout the state, is as 
follows: 

To City Committeeemen and County 
Chairmen: Please send to this office im- 
mediately a list of all industrial plants 
(such as cotton mills, oil mills, ginneries, 
ice factories, potteries, brick manufactur- 
ers or other manufacturing plants) which 
are located in your territory, so that this 
list can be in our hands before the first 
of July. 

We wish to impress upon you the im- 
portance of prompt compliance with this 
request. The distribution program of the 
United States fuel administration is going 
to be somewhat changed aw a definite 
allotment of coal given to. each state, which 
allotment will be distributed according to 
a preference list of individual tnduystries, 
based upon the preference list whith has 
already been issued by the war industries 
board. It is most important, therefore, that 
you supply us with prompt and accurate 
information concerning your territory. 

Your list of dealers should include name 
and address. Your list of industries should 
include: (1) Name and addre&s, (2) prod- 
uct manufactured, (3) purpose for which 
product is being used, (4) governmeat con- 
tracts or sub-contracts, if any.

The dictionary gives the definition 
of entemte cordiale as “cordial under- 
standing, in politica, friendliness be- 
tween governments.” 

This war is establishing a closer 
entente between France and America 
than years of diplomacy could accom- 
Plish. Men living together in dug-out 
and trench soon come to a common un- 
derstanding. Their conversation may 
consist~mostly of signs, but the ex- 
change of cigarettes or a “light” brings 
a sense of real brotherhood. As the 
American Sammies see and learn the 
brave spirit of the pollus and they 
in turn come to know the sturdy man- 
hood and idealism of our American 
boys, there is born a mutual admira- 
tion and comradeship. 

And even the housewives of America 
are beginning to feel a closer entente 
with France. The ocean that separates 
the two countries has suddenly seemed 
to shrink. It has grown narrower 
and narrower as more and more of 
America has gone over there. 

Every mother who has sent a son 
across has gone with him every league 
of the journey; she is with him with 
her thoughts and with her prayers. 
She feels very close to the mothers and 
women of France to whom in a meas- 
ure she is entrusting her boy. Their 
aims are her aims, their purpose hers. 

Ske is saving food that they may be 
fed.

A great many housewives in Amer- 
ica will can enough this summer to 
provide their own needs for next win- 
ter and to release its equivalent in 
whatever foods are lacking over there. 
They will be just as saving of sugar 
as possible, knowing that they must 
help provide an adequate supply to the 
women of France who are putting up 


fruit for the soldier boys.

KEEP UP DEVELOPMENT. 


Stirred by reports that under federal 
control the railroads of the south are to 
Giscontinue their rural development activi- 
ties, the senators representing the southern 


states have petitioned the rai] administra- 


tion in opposition to such possible policy. 

The petition, directed, to Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo, signed by the senators from 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Texas, and by Senator Robert L. Owen, of 
Oklahoma, was briefly sketched in a news 
story carried by The Constitution Wednes- 
day. 

It is more than a petition; it is an ap- 
peal—an appeal, not in behalf of the south 
alone, but pitched upon the high grounds of 
patriotism and the welfare of the whole na- 
tion-and the whole American public in this 
day of peril, and it igs an appeal so funda- 


-mentally sound and so convincingly pre- 


: sented that it is bound to impress the aa- 
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\ ministration with its weight. 


During the last few years the southern 
railroad corporations, emulating the policy 
of the western lines—and which, more than 


sal any other one form of activity has been re- 


sponsible for the remarkable reclamation 
and development of the west—-have expend- 


__ ed large sums of money for the agricultural 


and industrial development of the territory 
traversed by them, regarding it as a duty 
to the public they served, to quote from the 
petition in question, “to make expenditures 
from earnings for this character of develop- 
ment.” 

Not only have the roads made large ex- 
penditures through their own agricultural 
and development departments, but in addi- 
tion they have contributed large sums for 
the maintenance of the Southern Settlement 
and Development Organization, which, the 
petition sets forth, “has been a well-recog- 
nized force in contributing to work of this 
description in the section represented by 
the undersigned senators who are interested 
in seeing the activities of this organization 
continued.” 

The history and the beneficent activities 
of this organization are s0 well known 
throughout the south as to need no recount- 
ing here. It has done a wonderful work 
toward promoting the welfare of the south- 
ern states since its incorporation under the 
laws of Maryland, as a result of a conference 
of southern states governors, raflroad chietf- 


tains and leaders of commercial, agricultural 
and industrial development in 1911. 


As the petition recalls— 


The state of Maryland at the same 
session of the legislature at which it 
granted ita charter appropriated the sum 
of $30,000 for the work of this organiza- 
tion.

Showing the proportionate national im- 
portance of the south as an actual and also 
as a potential source of war and economic 
sinews, Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, Baltimore, recently 
published an epitome of the south’s re- 
sources, showing that— 


Three-fifths of the coast line of the 
United States is in the south; three- 
fourths of the coking coal of the United 
States is in the south; over one-half of 
the country’s output of petroleum comes 
from the south, equal to 98 per cent of 
the entire output of the world outside of 
the United ‘States; the south produces 
two-thirds of the country’s output of 
natural gas; the total value of all farm 
crops in the south last year amounted 
to $5,710,000,000, which is nearly equal 
to the total value of all farm crops in 
the entire country in 1914. Less than 
one-third of the total crop value of the 
south is due to cotton, the remainder, 
over $3,700,000,000, being the value of 
the south’s food and feed crops; on Jan- 
uary 1, 1918, the south had 187,104,000 
head of principal meat animals—cattle, 
sheep and swine—or 8 per cent more 
than reported for the previous year: 99 
per cent of all the sulphur produced in 
the United States comes from the south; 
all of the cotton produced in the United 
States ia grown in the south, except a 
few thousand bales in the southwest: 
more than one-half of the timber of the 
United States is cut in the south; the 
bulk of pyrites for sulphuric acid mined 
in the United States comes out of south- 
ern mines; all of the phosphate rock 
mined in the United States is the output 
of three southern states; all of the raw 
material for aluminum made in the 
United States is mined in the south; all 
of the cotton seed and peanut oil—almost 
equal to the total butter output of the 
United States—4ds produced in the south: 
all of the cotton seed meal and cake— 
the best feedstuff known—is produced in 
the south. It is to this section that we 
must look to a very large extent for 
the foundry iron essential to many lines 
of industry in the north and west. 


In the south, it is estimated, there are 
more than 300,000,000 acres of undeveloped 
and unused lands, which is 70,000,000 acres 
more than the unappropriated lands remain- 
ing in the public domain; and, especially in 
view of the day when our soldiers will re 
turn from Europe, most of them anxious to 
resume civilian livelihood on the land, it is 
extremely important that the work of de 
veloping and utiliting that vast acreage 
should not be permitted to lapse. 

As the petitioning senators 
point: 

“It would be a national disaster that 
work of this kind should be delayed’”—re- 
ferring to the south’s war resources in par- 
ticular—and “if the railroad administration 
even passively discourages continued de 
velopment work by the railroads of the south 
and southeast, it will do the nation a great 
and lasting injury.” 

In light of the well known intense patriot- 
ism, the broadness and national interest of 
the railroad administration and every man 
connected with it, it is not to be thought 
that, in consideration of the facts and ,rea- 
soning of this appeal by the southern sena- 
tors, it will for a moment countenance any 
policy which would militate so detrimentally 
against this dependable and important sec- 
tion of the country. 
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DOWN TO BUSINESS. 


The general assembly of Georgia con- 
vened in annual session yesterday, and in a 
way that is highly commendable, got right 
down to the important business that con- 
fronts it. 

Both presiding officers, in their opening 
addresses, and the entire membership of 
either house, by its serious demeanor in a 
general way, indicated clearly that every 
man connected with the legislature is im- 
bued with a full realization of the unusual 
importance of the occasion, the gravity of 
the situation that confronts the state, the 
nation and the world, and with keen appre- 
ciation of the duty that devolves upon him. 

This was further shown by the prompt 
and decisive manner in which the senate 
took up the nation-wide “bone-dry” consti- 
tutional amendment proposal, and, without 
a dissenting voice, voted to ratify it. 

The prohibition amendment proposal is 
only one of many so-called “war measures” 
to be acted upon by this legislature during 
the current session, beside many others that, 
whild being immediately important to the 
country as a whole because of their indirect 
effect upon its martial strength, will, if en- 
acted, be of permanent direct concern to the 
state of Georgia and its people. 

These, let us hope, will be taken up with- 
out needless loss of time, given due consid- 
eration and disposed of in a way that will 
be most advantageous to the country and to 
the state, personal and local corhmunity de- 
sires and ambitions being subordinated to 
the general popular welfare. 

The members of this “war assembly” 
have an opportunity now to write their names 
large In Georgia history; and by adhering to 
a true, straight, patriotic and altruistic 
course, may they avail themselves of it.

Pace’s Budget Measure 
And the Actual Demands. 

Representative Pace, of Sumter county, 
has brought to my attention his bill, intro- 
duced last session, to provide a budget sys- 
tem for the state, and to create an “effi- 
ciency and economy commission.” 

The purpose is to harmonize the state’s 
expenditures with its revenues. 

There is no question as to the necessity 
for efficient legislation along this line, al- 
though the legislative investigating com- 
mittee, created last year, was intended to 
cover this identical question. 

The present legislative committee possi- 
bly doesn’t go far enough. There is little 
doubt about it, in fact. Whether Mr. Pace’s 
measure is the most practicable method, 
economy considered, or whether adding to 
the present committee and enlarging its 
functions is a better method, remains for the 
legislature to decide. 

This is a fact—the Pace bill, H. B. 447, is 
one of the most learned and comprehensively 


prepared measures I have yet seen.

Just What Pace’s Bill 
Would Prodaide if a Law. 


That it may be clear to the reader, the 
caption and portions of the firSt sections of 
this bill follow: 


‘To be entitled an act to provide a 
budget system for the state; to create an 
‘efficiency and economy commission,’ au- 
thorizing and requiring said commission to 
prepare a state budget of estimated revenue 
and recommended expenditures and bills to 
provide for same and to present thee same 
to the general assembly; to create the office 
of state auditor of public accounts, to pro-

“Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid: 
That there ig hereby created and establish- 
ed in and for the state of Georgia an ‘effi- 
ciency and economy commission,’ to be com- 
posed of the governor, who shall be chair- 
man of said commission; the attorney gen- 
eral, the comptroller general, the state treas- 
urer and the state auditor of public accounts; 
which said office of state auditor of public 
accounts is hereby created as hereinafter 
provided.

May Solve the Problem. 

There is little doubt that this budget bil! 
will have many supporters. An _ efficient 
budget system has been a crying need for 
Georgia. I am constrained to believe, how- 
ever, that the present committee, possibly 
enlarged, backed with legislation providing 
that it shall take a two-thirds vote of the 
respective houses of the assembly to increase 
any appropriation recommended, will cover 
the situation.

Don’t Congest Calendars 
With Purely Local Bills. 


It is very much to be hoped that the 
members of this assembly will not burden 
the calendars with local bills. 

It is a matter of record that three- 
fourths of the bills introduced are usually 
matters of purely local characters, many of 
which questions involved could be adjusted 
in the respective home counties under ex- 
isting laws. If I recall correctly, there are 
approximately 1,000 pages in the acts of 
1917, and, without counting them, I’ll wager 
a hat that 750 of those pages are devoted 
exclusively to local measures. 

Of course, local matters must have at- 
tention, and serious and correct attention. 
Those matters are of just as much concern 
to the local people interested as the loyal 
democrats of Georgia, regardless of location,

OVERWEIGHT AND THE HEART. 

The normal weight of a man 68 inches 
If a man of that 
height weighs 190 pounds his heart must 
do 20 per cent more work than a normal 
heart in-order to keep the fat man going. 
Naturally, therefore, the heart suffers from 
strain in obesity. The heart muscle need 
not be infiltrated with fat, nor smothered 
with fatty accumulations about it. It is 
under a constant stress even if it be a per- 
fectly healthy ‘heart muscle. The fat man 
simply drags around with him a mass of 
Slacker cells, cells that do no useful work 
but must be nourished and kept warm the 
same as hard-working muscle or gland cells. 
The fat man is comparable with an automo- 
bile in which you constantly carry, say, 
eight bushels of potatoes in the tonneau. 
No, he is worse off; he is like an automobile 
in which you constantly carry sixty pairs of 
kuineapigs; for you might eat the potatoes, 
but you have to feed the guineapigs. People 
would think you were demented to carry a 
flock of Eulneapigs, such a useless, waste- 
ful thing to do. And if people could think 
nearly aS well as they can talk they would 
think you quite as crazy to cart around 20 
per cent of fat all the time, 

You eat too much if you weigh too much, 
no matter about your exercise, your appe- 
tite or your occupation. 

One of the earliest symptoms of cardio- 
vascular disease is a tendency to put on 
excessive weight after the age of thirty-five. 
Cardio-vascular degeneration is heart-blood- 
vessel wearing out, the most serious general 
disease in this country and perhaps the only 
serious disease that ig constantly increasing 
in frequency. The accumulation of super- 
fluous flesh after thirty-five is not only a 
Symptom suggestive of heart-artery degen- 
eration, but it is in itself an important fac- 
tor of the grand breakdown that comes 
soon after middle age in too many instances 

A high stomach, as the heavy feeders like 
to call it, conceals more than intemperance 
In eating and neglect of daily exercise. It 
commonly conceals a weak héart. 

Myocardial (heart muscle) degeneration 
often expresses itself at the earliest stage 
in the guise of “stomach trouble,” fulness 
and discomfort after eating, “gas,” diges- 
tive difficulty of one sort or another, seem- 
ingly.

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QUIGKLY RATIFIED 


Senate Acts on National 
Amendment Within Hour’s 
Time and Resolution Is 
Taken Up and Passed by 
the House. 


by overwhelming majorities in both 
branches, the general assembly of 
Georgia yesterday ratified the prohibi- 
tion amendment to the constitution of 
the United States. Georgia is the 
thirteenth state in the union to ratify 
the amendment. 

Action was taken in the senate with- 
in less than an hour after the body 
was called to order by President Olive 
on a resolution: to ratify offered by 
Senator Hopkins, of the Seventh, there 
being only two votes in the negative. 
The house later passed the senate res- 
olution, with 24 votes against it, al- 
though an identical resolution had been 
offered in that body by Representative 
Wright, of Floyd. In the interest of 
saving time, as the prohibitionists had 
determined for the moral effect it 
might have on the other states, to 
press ratification through on the first 
day, Ms. Wright gladly yielded his 
resolution for that offered by Senator 
Hopkins. ; 

Much more vigorous opposition was 
encountered in the house than in the 
senate, and the opponents of the meas- 
ure succeeded first by raising techni- 
cal objections and later by debate on 
the merits in staving off the vote until 
nearly 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The resolution came over from the 

senate immediately after Mr. Wright’s 
house resolution had been read, and, 
on motion of Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, 
was referred to the committee on 
rules. The committee retired and pres- 
ently reported a recommendation that 
the house make the resolution an im- 
mediate and continuing order wntil 
adopted. The necessary two-thirds vote 
to change the regular order was quick- 
ly secured. P 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, then raised the 
point that the house could not know 
with certainty upon what it was act- 
ing, as the governor had not yet trans- 
mitted a certified copy of the amend- 
ment proposed by the congress from 
the secretary of state of the Uhited 
States. About this time Mr. Atkinson, 
of Fulton, another leading opponent 
of ratification, suggested that the rules 
be further suspended “in order that 
the house itself and the _ gallery 
(where there were a number of prohi- 
bition women watching the proceedings 
with keen interest) might be allowed 
to applaud the degradation of the 
state of Georgia.” 

The speaker overruled the point 
raised by Mr. Hall and held that the 
resolution was regularly before the 
house. <A little later a letter from 
the governor to the speaker was read 
in which he said that the amendment 
would be regularly transmitted with 
his message, probably Monday. How- 
ever, when the friends of the governor 
brought to his attention that the ques- 
tion of procedure had been raised in 
the house, he immediately transmitted 
the certified copy required, thereby 
eliminating the technical objection. 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, offered an 
amendment to the resolution propos- 
ing the submission of the question to 
the people at the next regular election 
and, on this amendment, the opponents 
of ratification joined issue on the mer- 
its of the whole question. 


Entering Wedge, Declares Hall. 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, declared that he 


did not expect to influence a single | 


vote, but as the sovereignty of Geor- 
gia was at stake, he could not feel 
that he had done his duty until he 
had warned the house of the conse- 
quences of the step it was taking. 
He reviewed the history of the battle 
for state sovereignty and called at- 
tention to the to him significant fact 
that Massachusetts, which had for 
fifty years voted against state prohi- 
bition, had ratified this amendment. 
It was an entering wedge, he declared, 
for further changes that wouhk take 
away from the states the right to 
control their ballot and elections. He 
felt that the people should certainly 
be consulted before their sovereignty 
was surrendered and that the whole 
question should go over to the next 
legislature. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Fulton, declared 
that the issue was not the extinction of 
“demon rum.” That hed already been 
extinguished tn Georgia in so far as 
it was possible to extinguish anything 
by legal enactment. The issue, he 
said, was the right af one state to 
force its views of a particularly do- 
mestic question on the people of an- 
other state. Georgia had no right to 
say to New York and California what 
their solution of the liquor problem in 
their borders should be. He felt that 
the general assembly should, at any 
rate, consult the people of Georgia and

Address by Speaker. 

On the assembly of the house Wed- 
mesday morning immediately after roll 
call, the speaker addressed the body 
briefly on the issues confronting the 
commonwealth at this time.

I believe that we have 
reached the beginning of the end and 
that the time is not far distant when 
we shall achieve a lasting peace in 
accordance with the ideals which we 
cherish.”

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PATRIOTIC RESOLUTIONS 
AT SENATE OPENING 


Prohibition Amendment Pass- 
ed in Record Time of Four 
Minutes 15 Seconds. 


In record time and by a vote of 35 
to 2 the Georgia senate ratified the 
prohibition amendment to the consti- 
tution. The whole matter was dis- 
posed of in the senate in four minutes 
and fifteen seconds—the shortest time 
before this was made by the Missis- 
sippi senate, which body passed the bill 
in five minutes. 

Patriotic resolutions took up most 
of the time at the senate in the open- 
ing session. Probably the most im- 
portant next to the ratification of the 
prohibition amendment was the bill 
introduced by Senators Merry and An- 
drews, to force the men of the state 
between 18 and 50 to engage them- 
selves in a useful occupation. It was

A bill to be entitled an act requiring all

of 18 and 50, inclusive, to be regularly and 
continuously engaged in some lawful, use- 
ful and recognized business, profession, oc- 
cupation or employment, whenever, because 
of the state of war in which the United 
States is now or may be then engaged, the 
governor determines such employment to be 
necessary and esséntial for the protection 
and welfare of the United States, and pro- 
viding the procedure for carrying this act 
into effect and penalties for non-compli- 
ance therewith. 


Even though a man has sufficient 
money or income to support himself 
and family without work, he is not 
exempted from this law. The penalty 
for violating the law will be, if it is 
passed, that of a misdemeanor.

Senator Evans V. Heath, from the 
seventeenth district, was unanimously 
elected by the senate president pro 
tem. of the senate to succeed First 
Lieutenant Roscoe Peacock. Senator 
Heath was nominated by Senator De- 
Jarnette. 

Another interesting bill was the one 
by Senator J. B. Moore. The bill re- 
quires that all males be required to 
have a certificate of health before mar- 
rying. Mr. Moore says that this act 
is to stop the spreading of venereal 
disease and consumption. The bill 
was referred to the judiciary commit- 
tee No. 1.

FOR MEN IN KHAKI

Northern men will have to learn to 
eat cornbread, and southerners at Camp 
Gordon will be given a greater supply 
of their favorite form of “the staff of 
life,” according to an official memoran- 
dum issued at headquarters Wednes- 
day requiring that messes serve an ex- 
clusive bread portion consisting of 
cornbread or corn muffins at least 
three times every week. 

All bread hereafter baked in the 
camp bakery will contain 25 per cent 
of wheat substitutes and baking of 
bread in camp kitchens is prohibited. 


Biscuits and rolls baked in the camp 
kitchens must contain 25 per cent 
wheat substitutes, and pies, pastries 
or cakes must contain 33 1-3 per cent 
substitutes.

SELLING WAVE IN COTTON 
IN NEW ORLEANS MARKET 


New Orleans, June 26.—A favorable 
view of the crop situation and expecta. 
tions of a high condition report next 
week caused a selling wave in cotton 
today whch culminated, toward the 
close, in heavy liquidation of long con- 
tracts. The weekly reports from the 
government were generally considered 
to be less favorable than they have 
been for some weeks past, but they 
were still good enough to be called 
bearish. Late in the session the mar- 
ket was 20 to 47 points under the last 
prices of yesterday: the close showed 
net losses of 2 to 38 points. 

The opening call brought higher 
prices on buying stimulated by war 
news and the drought, and high tem- 
peratures in Texas. When the advance 
amounted to 12 to 20 points, moder- 
ately heavy selling was encountered, 
based on expectations of favorable re- 
ports from the government. 

The advance was lost and replaced by 
a net decline of about a quarter cent 
a@ pound on the new crops. July was 
steadier and lost only 12 points, net, 
during the morning session.

Weevil is more numerous in cen- 
tral districts and is reported at a few lo- 
calities in Texas. The weather was fa- 
vorable for grain thrashing in the south.

Synopsis of Weather and Crop Conditions 
in Georgia for the Week Ending 
Tuesday, June 25, 1918. 

During the past week showers fell in a 
good many northern and southern coun- 
ties, but in much of the central portion of 
the state the dry weather is becoming 
generally injurious to crops. The severe 
windstorm that occurred in Georgia Mon- 
day afternoon, June 17, is found to have 
done considerable damage to peaches. Cot- 
ton is now very diversified; poor condition 
is reported by several crop correspondents 
in the southern division, and plowing up 
and planting over to other crops is report- 
ed by a few; the boll weevil is doing much 
damage in the south. Generally, especially 
in the central-northern divisions, cotton is 
doing well and is blooming freely. Some 
grass is reported, but the crop as a rule is 
clean and well cultivated. Lowland corn 
is doing well, upland needs rain in many 
counties; laying by continues; bud worms 
are doing damage in some places. Tobacco 
seems to be a fine crop, and is being 
gathered. Setting sweet potatoes continues; 
a large crop has been planted and the 
vines are running well. Field peas, beans 
and Spanish peanuts are blooming and 
sorghum heading. Gardens generally need 
rain: tomatoes are ripening. Early peaches 
are about harvested and the late crop is be- 
ginning to ripen, with indications that ship- 
ments will begin in ten days. The water- 
melon season has begun in south Georgia; 
cantaloupes are already being shipped. 
Farm work is fairly well advanced except 
in places where there has been too much 
rain, but as a rule there is not much grass 
in crops at present.

WEATHER IS: FAVORABLE 
TO COTTON DEVELOPMENT 


Washington, June -—Weather con- 
tinued favorable for t development of 
cotton in most districts durin the last 
week, the national weather and crop bul- 
letin issued today announced. 

“High temperatures persisted during the 
week in the districts west of the Mississippi 
river,” says the report, “but in the eastern 
portion of the belt subnormal tempera- 
tures prevailed. Little rain fell during the 
week in the cotton-growing area, except for 
some good showers in the central districts 
and in North Carolina. Cotton is not as 
yet suffering, however, for lack of mois- 
ture, except in central Texas and a few 
ocal areas elsewhere, and consequently the 
dry weather was beneficial as an” aid in 
keeping the fields clean, particularly as 
labor is scarce. 

“Some deterioration occurred in much of 
central Texas on account of the hot, dry 
weather, but elsewhere in that state the 
Plants withstood the heat well and no 
harm resulted. The first bale of new cotton 
was marketed in Hidalgo county, Texas, 
on the 20th. Cotton is growing nicely in 
Oklahoma and the plants are making rapid 
progress in Louisiana; no damage was re- 
ported from the high temperatures in these 
states. East of the Mississippi river condi- 
tions were generally favorable and the crop 
is making vigorous growth, although the 
nights were rather too cool in the more 
eastern sections. Blossoms are opening on 
the early planted almost to the northern 
limit of the belt. Boll weevil are becom-

Washington, June 26—Final  ar- 
rangements for consideration tomor- 
row by the senate of the house: reso- 
lution proposing submission of a wom- 


an suffrage amendment to the federal 
constitution were completed today, but 
whether a final vote would be reached 
appeared to be uncertain. Two fac- 
tors which some senators said might 
force the vote over until Friday were 
the army appropriation bill and the 
pairing of senators for and against 
the resolutions. 

Many senators are anxious to dis- 
pose of the $12,000,000,000 army meas- 
ure as spedily as possible so as to 
hasten the proposed recess of congress, 
and Senator Chemberlain, chairman of 
the military committee at a confer- 
ence late today with Senator Hollis, 
of New Hampshire, one of the suffrage 
leaders, refused to set aside the army 
measure if protracted debate occurred 
in suffrage resolution. The army bill 


has right of way in the senate and, 
under the rujes, would come up tomor- 
row at 2 o’clock automatically and 
close further consideration of the suf- 
ore resolution if a vote is not reach- 
ed by that time. Senator Hollis said 
every effort would be made to keep 
the resolution before the senate until 
disposed of “even if the senate is held 
until midnight.” 

Inability of senators opposing the 
resolution to secure pairs with mem- 
bers supporting it also threatened a 
fight to defer a vote. Senator Martin, 
majority: leader, declared tonight op- 
ponents would prevent a vote tomor- 
row unless the suffrage leaders ar- 
range pairs for several opponents who 
are unable to be present for a roll 
call. Suffrage supporters were loath, 
in view of the admitted closeness of 
the vote, to deplete their strength by 
supplying the necessary pairs, as a 
two-thirds vote is required, and in 
pairing. two advocates of the resolu- 
tion are required to pair with but one 
opponent. 

With a vote tomorrow uncertain, in- 
terest in the fight over the resolution 
increased. Seats in the senate galler- 
jes were at a premium tonight and an 
early rush was regarded assured. 
Large blocks of admission tickets 
were given to women’s organizations 
which have been fighting for the res- 
olution.

sheviki. Although assiduously sought 
by the Bolsheviki he is understood to 
have been hiding in Moscow and in the 
Caucasus, directing his agents in com- 
bating the spread of German influence 
and intrigue. However, it has not yet 
been made clear to what extent Ke- 
rensky represents the elemients seek- 
ing to set up a strong government in 
Russia and to what use he will be put 
in the allied plans for rehabilitation of 
that country. 


Immediate Aid Necessary. 
In discussing the Russian situation, 
Mr. Sookine said: 


“What is really the object of deep 
sorrow and anxiety of the statesmen in 
all the allied countries is the fear of 
the irreparable consequences which 
would follow if the Russian people were 
not aided immediately to throw off the 
German grip. These consequences 
would be: i 

“First—Free from any pre-occupa~- 
tion in the east, Germany would con- 
centrate all her military efforts on the 
western front. 

“Second—Germany would more and 
more take advantage of the material 
resources of Russia and thus paralyze 
the effect of the blockade. 

“Third—The German political and 
economic grip on Russia would be con- 
solidated and put deep ruts in the 
country this winter. 

“Fourth—The disintegration of all 
the constituent elements of the Rus- 
sian state would become complete. 

“Fifth—Facing the horrors of an- 
archy: and feeling themselves aban- 
doned by their allies, the Russian na- 
tion, even in her best elements might 
be forced to accept the regime that 
Germany would impose. 

“Sixth—The Germans, through' open 
or disguised pressure, might even get 
in Russia man-power if not for in- 


corporation into the German army, at, 


least to supply workmen and thus lib- 
erate thousands of Germans for mili- 
tary duty. . 

“All these arguments are of such 
military importance that they have to 
be seriously considered from the stand- 
point of the general conduct of the 
war, and aid for Russia is equally nec- 
essary for her own free and independent 
existence. 


Feeling Has Changed. 


“The feelings of the masses of the 
Russian people are now completely dif- 
ferent from what they were eight 
months ago. This change is due chief- 
ly to the fact that the people feel 
themselves ‘betrayed. ey are be- 
trayed by Germany, who, after impos- 
ing upon them a peace of injustice and 
violence, did ont even respect’ that 
peace.

KERENSKY ON WAY 
TO UNITED STATES. 


London, June 26.—<Alexander Keren- 
sky, former provisional premier of 
Russia, has arrived in London. 

Former Premier Kerepsky is on his 
way to America. : 

Ex-Premier Kerensky has been in 
London for several days. He has kept 
in retirement, however, and few Rus- 
sians have been aware of his arrival. 
His health is bad and those who have 
seen him say he has gone through 
remarkable adventufes in escaping 
a Russia and in his journey to Eng- 
an ; 

Kerensky reached London incognito 
four days ago.- Since then he has 
moved about quietly, though busily 
conferring with prominent Russians in 
England over the necessity of entente 
allied assistance in Russia. 

Kerensky expects to go to America 
in a week or ten days. 

Kerensk was introduced to the 
British labor oonference this afiter- 
noon and was received by the dele- 
gates with loud cheers. ; 

“I believe, indeed, I am certain,” 
said the former premier, “that the Rus- 
sian people will shortly join you in 
the fight for the great cause of free- 
dom.”’ 

Kerensky’s appearance before the 
laborites was a complete surprise. 
When Arthur Henderson, minister with- 
out portfolio in the British war coun- 
cil, and former labor leader in the 
house of parliament, introduced him, he 
spoke in Russian and his remarks were 
interpreted to the assemblage. He be- 

an with an expression of thanks, say- 
ng: 

“IT am very much impressed by the 
reception accorded me. 

“T do not take it as an expression of 
sympathy toward me. It is an expres- 
sion of sympathy toward Russian 
democracy which is fighting for the

draft to men of more than 35 years 
would have. That has not been com- 
pleted. It is regarded as obvious, 


however, that only a proportionately 
small number of fighting men could be 
derived from this source, while an 
enormous amount of labor would be in- 
volved in the registration and classifi- 
cation of all men between 18 and 45 
years of age as proposed. 

It was also recalled that the origi- 
mal selective draft bill submitted by 
Mr. Baker proposed 19 as the minimum 
age, and he has frequently stated he 
had not changed his opinion that the 
bulk of the fighting forces should come 
from the young men, an opinion also 
strongly held by general staff officials. 

There is strong opposition in. con- 
gress to placing the minimum age be- 
low 20, but it was regarded as proba- 
ble tonight that eventually a mutual 
compromise would be effected satisfac- 
tory both to congress and administra- 
tion officials, under which the draft 
would cover men between:20 and 35 
years, possibly up to 40, and in addi- 
tion there would be written into law 
an application of the work or fight 
principle already inaugurated by Gen- 
eral Crowder among the draft eligibles 
that would reach even older men, pos- 
sibly up to 50 years. 

It was brought out today that no 
section of the country enjoys a peculiar 
advantage of the new basis of assess- 
ing draft quotas on class one instead 
of population. The strength of class 
one in the south is figure 
cent; in the west at 28.9 per cent: in 
the north at 26.4 per cent, and in the 
middle west at 29.1 per cent. 


DELAY IN CHANGING 
DRAFT AGE LIMITS 
FAVORED BY BAKER 


Washington, June 26.—Opposition of 
the administration to proposals before 
the senate for immediate extension of 
the selective draft age limits, voiced to- 
day by Secretary Baker and General 
March, chief of staff, before the senate 
military committee, apparently served 
to increase the senate controversy over 
an amendment by Senator Fall, of New 
Mexico, to the $12,000,000,000 army ap- 
propriation bill proposing that the age 
limits be 20 to 40 instead of 21 to 31 
years. . 

Spirited all-day debate of the: ques- 
tion in the senate, in which important 
revelations of the nation’s military pro- 
gram were made, followed the military 
committee conference and the senate 
adjourned until tomorrow in the midst 
of the discussion with a vote not in im- 
mediate prospect, but with administra- 
tion leaders confidert of ultimate de- 
feat of the proposal. Tomorrow the 
fight is to be resumed with a final vote 
expected before the end of the week. 


Officials in Conference. 


Before the senate reconvened today 
Secretary Baker, General March and 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, who 
went to the capitol at the request of 
members of the military committee, 


spent nearly three hours behind closed 
‘doors with the committee. The secre- 
tary and chief of staff said legislation 
to change the age limits should be de- 
ferred for sixty or ninety days, as 
enough men fer the existing army pro- 
gram are available, and a new and en- 
larged program is now being prepared 
for submission to congress within a few 
months. 

Debate on the draft age question 
broke anew in the senate when Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the military 
committee, told the senate of the opin- 
ions given the committee; that General 
Crowder acquiesced in the policy of his 
superiors and that the military commit- 
tee by a majority vote had decided to 
oppose the proposed draft legislation as 
an addition to the army bill. 

Senator Fall and other advocates of 
the Fall amendment immediately re- 
newed their fight for changing the 
draft ages, declaring the department’s 
information, showing the class one reg- 
istrants would be exhausted in a few 
months, almost, warranted extension at 
this time by congress of the draft to 
men below 21 and above 31 years. 

Senator Chamberlain, although favor- 
ing immediate legislation, announced 
he would abide by the department’s 
recommendations and oppose the Fall 
amendment, while Senators Hitchcock, 
of Nebraska; McKellar, of Tennessee, 
and others urged that the legislation 
go over. Senator Hitchcock indicated 
he would not press his substitute reso- 
lution to extend the draft ages. 


More Bitter Controversy. 


Tomorrow Senators Reed, of Mis- 
souri, a military committee member, 
Cummins, of Iowa, and other advocates 
of the Fall amendment, plan to renew 
their fight. Senator Chamberlain and 
other opponents of the amendment, 
expressed the belief tonight that the 
senate will reject the proposal, but 
not until after a further bitter con- 
troversy. 

Those aupport’es the amendment to- 
day said e exerting of the nation’s 
maximum man power at the earliest 
possible moment is mecessary if the 
war is to be shortened. Senator Fall 
insisted that, since the army bill gives
